“A  heavy  increase  in  rural  high. school  enroll¬ 
ment  lias  oCc'ii'i'i'ed  'dbriag  the  same  years  that  the 
■iirost  'serious  problems  of  rural  youth  have 
emeig'cd-.  While  this  enrollment  may  have  bCeu 
partly  due  to  expanded  school  facilities,  it  uii- 
'dOubtcGliy  has  been  in  large  meastirC  a  result  of 
proseiit-day  employment  condition's.  In  numerous 
iitstahices  .youth  have  gone  to  school  because  there 
AVms  liothing  else  to  do.  IMoreover.,  cluri'ng  re'ceht 
YCitt'S  tbere  has  been  a  definite  movement  tO  keep 
yolttli  in  school  longor.  This  raises  certain  ques- 
li'biVs.  Wiii  tile  fact  that  youth  attend  :icho'ol  for 
longer  periods  solve  the  problems  of  rural  yoiith? 
'O'r'dOes  continued  attendance  in  the  average  public 
sCiibol  of  today  only  postpone  the  time  AAdren  the 
shine  problems  must  be  faced,  Avith  little  bettef 
'cbaiToft  fer  suceessfu'l  solution'?  To  A\%at  extent 
liaYo  the  schools  been  shock  absorbers  ,fol’  the  db- 
.lirossi'bn  f  ItoVi'  effective  haAm  they  really  been  in 
assisting  youth  to  make  their,  social  and  'economic 
ndjiistmeiits  ? 

“These  q'ueries  cannot  be  ansAvered  categori- 
cn'l‘fe'^  They  point,  h'OA\’'Gver,  to  the  desirabi'lity  of 
a  redefinition  'of  llio  functions  of  the  rural  schools 
in  tci'ms  of  ciilT6iit  conditions,  cspeci'ally  Avith  re¬ 
spect  to  vocational  education  and  gnidanCo. 

“GnidaWce  toAV'^avd'oc'cnpatioiis  is  almost  en- 
ti'i’cly  IWbk'iiVg  in  i’uval  a'rehs.  kl'o'st  youth  enter 
adult,  occiijjjations  by  chance.  G-iAung  them  gi-eater 
'opjiortuiii't'ies  for  both  geuei'a'l  'and  Specific  oCea- 
pat.i0na'1  training  and  for  Tearnhig  more  about  oc- 
cupatibnal  'dpeuings  is  a  specia'l  need  facing  inval 
America-. 

“Rural  schools  are  responsible  for  the  tiniii- 
ing'and  guidance  of  three  broad  grodpsef  pupils: 
th'oSe  Avbo  Avill  go  into  commercial  .ogficurture; 
tliose  Avho  Avill  entei'  uonagr'icullT.ii.'al  i,  iCiipations 
in  either  rural  or  urban  ai'eas;  and  a  third  large 
group  comprising  those  aa'Iio  under  present  cii'cnin- 
stances  are  destined  to  remain  in  rural  territory 
liA'iiig'  on  the  land  on  a  more  or  'less  self  sufficing 
basis.  Vocational  traiiiing  in  agriculture  is 'doing 
much  to  prepare  youth  for  fai'iniiig,  but  AAutb  all 
Hie  efforts  in  (bis  direction  it  is  doubtful  if  at  pres¬ 
ent  eliibugh  youth  are  being  trained  in  'hig''h  schools 
and  'colleges  to  'provi'de  an  adequate  nmiiber  'of 
farmers  to  rhise  the  agricnltui'a!  products  needed 
for  mhi'kct  'ht  the  hi'^fiest  possi'ble  level  of  efficien¬ 
cy  and  at  the  same  time  to  operate  their  farm's  in 
aocofdauce  Avith  the  best  priaiciples  of  soil  conser¬ 
vation. 

“The  I'niral-'iionfarm  youth  who  Avill  outer  non- 
agi'icnltum'l  'OecU'irations  and  the  fann  youth  Avho 
Avill  lohve  the  fat'ius  veceiN'e  little  special  considera- 
tio'ii  in  the  educational  .system.  These  Iavo  groups 
together  constitute  considerably  more  tban  half 
ol’  all  rural  youth.  Usually  these  groups  can  socui'o 
only  the  general  edu'cai  ion  provided  by  a  standard 
curriculnm.  Moreover,  it  is  usually  a  cui'rlc'nlnm 
built  on  the  assumption  that  at  high  school  gradu¬ 
ation  the  young  people  Avill  go  on  to  college.  This 
is  in  spite  'of  the  I'act  that  many  of  the  professions 
and  AAdiile-eollar  oceupations  for  Avhich  young 
'peop^le  are  being  trained  are  at  present  OA'efcro'wd- 
ed  Asdion  .judged  in  relation  to  the  economic  de¬ 
mand.’’

Mr.  Torrey  explained  that  the 
main  purpose  of  the  national  social 
j  security  setup  is  to  provide  income 
kor  wage  earners  when  they  reach 
the  age  of  sixty-five. 

A'bout  four  per  cent  of  the  total 
populiftlon  in  1909  were  more  than 
sixty-five  year  old  in  1909.  Mr.  Tor- 
'rey  said,  CJiripared  to  six  per  cent 
( in  1038,  and  to  an  estimated  twelve 
per  cent  by  1080. 

“Sooial  Seoui’itey  is  a  sensible  way 
of  'taking  care  of  the  Inevitable," 
Torrey  added.  “In  the  Dnlted

A  plea  to  formula':e  a  league  to 
enforce  peace  among  nations  Just  as 
there  are  courts  and  police  forces  in 
every  civilized  state,  was  made  by 
Mr.  T.  H.  (look,  member  of  the 
American  history  department  at  the  ■ 
College,  in  an  address  delivered  be¬ 
fore  the  Men’s  Forum  last  Monday.  • 

Said  Ml’,  Cook,  “I  believe  the 
League  of  Nations  would  have  pre¬ 
vented  war  If  the  Unltcd^  States  had 
■  gone  Into  it.  Wc  were  the  only  large 
■nation  that  did  not  enter,” 

Mr.  Cook  quoted  from  i)arts  of 
Theodore  Roosevelt's  address  before 
the  Nobel  Prize  committee,  delivered 
in  1910:  “We  must  attain  peace  step 
by  step.  We  should  make  arbitration 
treaties  with  all  civilized  nations. 
Those  who  violate  them  should  be 
punished. 

World  Court 

“There  should  be  a  world  court ' 
where  disputes  can  bo  settled  ust  as  ' 
today  disputes  between  states  are 
settled  by  our  supreme  court.  Naval 
armaments  should  be  reduced  by 
mutual  agreement.  The  agrreement  _ 
should  go  further  than  merely  to  ' 
limit  the  size  -of  ships;  there  should 
be  a  league  to  enforce  peace.” 

“If  we  followed  this  advice,”  Mr. 
Cook  continued,  "we  could  save  the 
nations  of  the  world  millions  Of  dol¬ 
lars  every  year.” 

He  advocated  reduction  of  high 
tariffs  to  luilp  solve  economic  ills 
and  thereby  bring  about  i>eace,  re- 
feiTing  bo  the  Smoot-Hawley  tariff 
bill  which  resulted  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  high  tariffs  by  other  na¬ 
tions. 

Lauds  Lima  Agi’ecment 

“I  am  glad  we  signed  the  Lima 
conference  agreement,”  he  added,- 
“bu  It  "not  going  far  enough.  We 
-must  have  a  league  to  enforce  peace 
so  we  can  stop  nations  that  desire 
to  go  to  war.” 

Mr.  Cook  concluded  “Our  govern¬ 
ment  should  take  charge  of  all  the 
munition  factories  in  -this  country.”
